This is an amicable proceeding, 
brought for the pur of testing the 
validity of an amendment to the con- 
stitution authorizing the investment 
of moneys pledged to educational pur- 
poses in the bonds Ofany of the States 
of the United States. 

Section 1 of arficle XIV, of the con- 
stitution, prescribes now amendments 
my be made without calling a con- 
vention, It read as follows: “A 
amendment or amendments to th 
constitutioa may be proposed in the 
Senate or Assembly, and if the 
same shall be agreed to by a 
majority of all the members elected 
to each of the two houses, such pro- 
posed amendment or amendments 
shall bé entered on their respective 

urnals,with the yeas and nays taken 
hereon,and referred to the Legislature 
then next to be chosen, and shall be 
published for three mouths next pre- 
ceding the time of making such choice, 
And if, in the LegfMlature next chosen 
as aforesaid, such proposed amend- 
ment or amendments shall be agreed 
te bya merry of all the members 
elected to each bouse, then it shall be 
the duty of the Legislature to submit 
sucb proposed amendment or amend- 
ments to the people in such manner 
and at such time asthe Legislature 
may prescribe, and if the peuple shall 
approve and ratify such amendment 
or amendments, by a majority of the 
electors qualified to vote fer members 
of the Legislature voting thereon ,such 
amendment or amendments shall be- 
come a part of the constitution,” 

At the llth session of tbe Legis:ature 
the following proposed amendment 
was agreed to: 

* Resolved by theSenate, theAssem- 
bly concurring, that section 3 of Arti- 
cle XI of the constitution of the Stave 
of Nevada, be amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Section Three—All lands, ineluding 
the 16th and 36th sections in every 
township, donated for the benefit of 
_— schools, in the Act of the 38th 

ongress to enable the people of the 
Territory of Nevada to form a State 
Government, the 30,000 acres of public 
land» granted by an Act of Congress 
approved July 2d, A. D. 1862 for each 
Senator and Representative in Con- 
ress and all proceeds of lands 
have been or may here- 

alter be granted or appropriated b 

the United States, to this State, an 
also the 500,000 acres of land granted 
to the new States under the Act of 
Congress distributing the proceeds of 
the public lands among the several 
States of the Union, approved A. D. 
1849; provided, that Congress make 
provisions for, or authorize such 
diversion to be made for the purpose 
herein contained, all estates that may 
escheat to the State, all of such per 
cent. as may be granted by Congress on 
the sale of lands, all fines collected 
under the penal laws of the State, all 
roperty given or bequeathed to the 
tate for educational purposes, and all 
proceeds derived from any or all said 
sources, shall be and the same are 
hereby solemaly pledged for 
educational purposes, and shail 
not be transferred to any 
other fund for other uses, and the in- 
terest thereon shall from time to time, 
be apportioned among the several 
counties in proportion to the dscer- 
tained number of persons bet ween the 
ages of six and 18 years io the differ- 
ent counties, and the Legislature shall 
provide for the sale of floating laud 
warrants to cover the aforesaid lands, 
and for the investment of all proceeds 
derived from any of the above aien- 
tioned sourves, in United States bonds 
or bonds of this State, or the bonds of 
such other State or States as may be 
selected by the boards authorized by 
law to make such investments, pro- 
vided, that the interest of the aforesaid 
proceeds, — be used mee 9 seni 

r and any surplus interest 
val be added to the prinip.1 sum; 
and, provided further, thar such 

rtions of said interest as may 

necessary may be appropriated for 
the suppor: of the State University.”’ 

No entry of the proposed amend- 
meat was made upon the jcurnal of 
either house, and the question pre- 
sented is whether or not this omission 
was fa'al to the adoption of the amend- 
ment. Ano inquiry based upon sim: 
Jar fac s and constivational provi~ion~ 
was recently presented to the Supreme 
Court of Iowa. Iv pronouncing the 
amendment invalid the court euw- 
ployed the following language, which 
weadopt: “The object of the provis- 
ion” (entering the amendment upoa 
the journal.) “cannot be doubted or 
<a ap mpnige It is to preserve in 
amendment posed, and in an au- 
theniic tl gt ere under the cou- 
stitution, isto come before the suc- 
ceeding Geoeral Assembly. No bet- 
ter mode could bave been adopted, 
when is considered that, w be ef- 
fective, the proposed amendment must 
be egreed to by the succeeding Gen- 
eral Assembly. Thi« thought is much

The remarks of Judge Cooley made 
in considering the construction to be 
— constitutional provisions 

are pertinent and imstroctive. He 
says: “In all we have said upon this 
subject we have assuméd the constitu- 
tional provisions to be mandatory. * 
* * The fact isthis: That whatever 
constitutional provisions can be looked 
upon as directory merely, is very likely 
to be treated by the Legislature as if i 
were devoid even of moral obligation, 
and to be therefore habitually disre- 
garded. Tosay that a provision is di- 
rectory seems, with many persons, to 
be equivalent to saying that itis not 
law atall. That this ought not to be 
so must be conceded; thatit is so we 
have abundant reason and good au- 
thority for saying. If, therefore, a con- 
stitutional provision is to be enforced 


and ifthe Legislature babitually disre- 
gard it,it seems to us that there isali the 
more urgent necessity that the courts 
should enforce it. Aod it also seems 
to us that there are few evils which 
can be inflicted by a strict adherence 
to the law, so great as that which is 
done by the habitual disregard, by any 
department of the government, of a 
lain rquirement of that instrument 
rom which it derives its authoriry, 
and which ought, therefore, to be 
scrupulously observed and obeyed’’ 

Cooley’s Const’! Liem’s 183, 

“In Collier vs. Frierson, 24 Ala, 108, 
it appeared that the wegislature had 
proposed eight different amendments 
to be submitied to the people at the 
same time; the people had approved 
them, and all the requisite proveedings 
to make them a part of the constitution 
bad been had, except that in the sub- 
sequent Legislature the resolution for 
their ratification had by mistake 
omitted to recite ove of them. On the 
question whether this one had been 
adopted, we quote from the opinion of 
the Court: **The constitution can be 
amended in but two waa either by 
the people who a framed it, 
or in the mode prescribed by the in- 
strument itself. If the last mode is 
pursued, theamendments must be pro- 
,osed by two-thirds of each House cf 
the General Assembly; they must be 
published in print, at least three 
months before the next general elev- 
tion for representatives; it must ap- 
pear from the returns made to the Sec- 
rotary of State that a majority of those 
voting for representatives haye voted 
in favor of the proposed amendments, 
and they must be ratified by two- 
thirds of each hou + of the next Gen- 
eral Assemblv atter such election, vot- 
ing by yeas and nays, the proposed 
amendment having veen read at each 
session three times on three several 
days in each house. Weentertain po 
doubt that to change the constitution 
in any other mode than by a conven- 
tion, every requisition which is de- 
manded by the instrument itselt must 
be observed, and thc-omission of any 
one is fatal to the amendment. We 
scarcely deem any argument neces- 
sary to enfcree this proposition. The 
coustitation is the supreme and para- 
mount law. The mode by which 
amendments are to be made under itis 
clearly defined. lt has been said 
that vertain acts are to be done, 
certain r.quisitions are to be ob- 
served before a change can be 
effected. But to what purpose 
are those acts required or those requi- 
sitions enjoined, if the Legislature or 
any department of the government 
can dispense with thei? 

To do so would be to violate the in- 
strument which they are sworn to 
support, and every principle of public 
law and sound constitutional policy 
requires the courts to pronounce 
against any amendment which is not 
showa to bave been made in accord- 
ance with the rules prescribed by the 
fundamental law.’’ Cooley’s Cons’t. 
Lim’s, 40. 

At the iast general election a ma- 
jority of the electors of the State rati- 
tied the amendment, and we were 
asked at the adjournment to give to 
this fact such consideration as it may 
deserve. The suggestion is doubtless 
based upon the fact that under our 
form ot government all political power 
originates with the people. The bill 
of rights contained io our constitution 
declares that ‘all political power is iu- 
herent in the people. Government is 
instituted for the protection, security 
and benefit of the pley and they 
have the right to alcer or reform the 
same whenever the public good may 
require it.”’ . 

ln commenting on reservations of 
this character, Judge Cooley says: 
“Although by their constitu:ions the 
people bave delegated the exercise of 
sovereign powers to the several. de- 
pariments, 'bey have uot thereby di- 
vesied themselves of the sovereivaoty. 
They retain in thetr own hauds, so far 
as they bave thyught it needfulie do 
sO, @ power to coutrol the govern- 
ment they create, and the then depart- 
ments are responsible to and subject 
to be ordered, directed, cuanged or 
abolished by them. But this 
coutrol and direction must be 
exercised in the legitimate mode pre- 
vieusly agreed upon. The voice of 
the people,in their sovereign capacity, 
can ouly ve of legal torce when ex- 
pressed at the times and under the 
conditions which toey themselves 
have prescribed and pointed out by 
the constitution, or which, consist- 
}ently with the constitution, have been 

rescribed and pointed out fur them 
ee —< i by any portion of 
the peop wever large, au altem 
should be made to interfere with the 


at all, it must be treated as mandatory, | e 


journals, so that no doubt may arise 
as to its provisions. 

The yeas and nays must be entered 
in urder ts ascertain whether the reqis- 
ite number bave agreed to the amend- 
ment. It is then to be referred to the 
next Legislature, and isto be published 
for three months preceeding the elec- 
tion, sothat the members may, if the 
people desire, be elected specially to 
consider it. And finally, the proposed 
amendment must be submitted by the 

slature toa vote of the people. 
hese provisions were intended 
secure care and deliberation on the 
part of the Legislature and people and 
are exclusive and controlling. The 
amendment was not constitutionally 
adopted. The statute enacted for the 
purpose of es its provisions is 
unconstitutional,and respondent prop- 
rly refused to comply with its re- 
quirements,

Hon, P. L. Hughes, a member of 
the Idaho Couacil, made a thor- 
ough investigation some two 
moaths ago of the scheme to annex 
the southern part of that Territory 
to Nevada. Together with another 
representative citizen of Idaho, he 
visited this State and obtained a 
certified statement of its financial 
condition. In talking of the mat- 
ter recently, he alludes to the 
finaucial condition of Idaho, the 
ruinous rate of Territorial taxation 
and the large Territorial levy 
which must be made on the coun- 
ties in order to. meet the expenses 
of the government, and asks what 
return has been made for the 
money expended or what is to be 
expected in the future. He says: 


There is nothing to show for this an- 
nual tribute paid to the “Gem of the 
Mountains,’’ and after twenty-three 
years of ex istence as a Territory, what 
have we to offer as a good reason why 
we should not be annexed to Nevada 
and become a State? Boise people will 
tell you ‘‘we have the capito! building, 
and we gave you the insane asylum at 
Blackfoot.”” Very good; but we owe 
$80,000 for the capitol building and 
$26,000 forthe asylum. We are pay- 
ing 6 per cent. on this borrowed 
money, and we have considerable debt 
besides this. * * * We hear a 
great deal about Nevada being ge 
caying State,etc. in answer to all 
that I will point out one fact that will 
givean idea of the state of decay ia 
which she is. Idaho Territory with 
10,000 voters has $17,000,000 worth of 
taxable property, while Nevada, with 
12,000 votefs, bas $47,000,000 worth of 
taxable property, not including apy of 
her great mines, and this is at a very 
— valuation. It is true we are gain- 

a population more rapidly than 

evada. Thisisall the more rea- 
son we should be free to become a 
State with her, as in a few years we 
would control the politics of the State 
from this end, and 1 will now venture 
au assertion, that if to-morrow it were 
= to consolidate Nevada and 
daho into one State and call the 
State Idaho, that outside of Boise City 
there would not be one huadred citi- 
zens in the Territory, but who would 
favor it. 


The following from the New York

It would 
pay to give the boys a chance to earn 
a living eanly, and especially to know 
by alittle training for whet kiod of 
work they have an especial aptitude 
or taste.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 4. 

The Bulletin’s Nogales (Arizona) 
special says: Jast night Deputy 
Sheriff James Speedy saw Lieutenant 
Guitterez, with four armed soldiers, 
crossing the bridge overa small, dry 
creek int» the United States. He im- 
mediately cailed on Henry Littlepage 
and Dr. Purdy to go witb him and see 
why an armed party should enter the 


United States. On arriving in front of 
the American Custom-house,the Lieu- 
tenant of the Mexican troops stepped 
in front of Littlepage, and, covering 
him with a revolver, demanded the 
release of a Mexican named Rincon, 
whom they supposed the American 
authorities were holding a prisoner. 
Littlepage replied: “I have -no pris- 
oner,”’ and immediately snatched the 
six-shoeter out ef the Lieutenant’s 
hand, placing bim under arrest. 

The American officers started for 
the main street of the town. The 
Lieutenant called on some other Mex- 
ican soldiers concealed in thedry bed 
of the creek to release him. They 
ran to the American officers, and one 
of the soldiers covering Littlepage 
with his rifle demanded the release of 
his Lieutenant. Sheriff Speedy vom- 
mated Littlepage to fire upon the 
soldier, and immediately fired him- 
self at the soldier who bad Littlepage 
covered. This soldier also fired at 
Littlepage, but Litilepage knocked the 
gun aside, and at the same time draw- 
ing his revolver fired at the Mexican. 
The firing then became genera! be- 
tween the three officers and the Mex- 
ican soldiers. 

The Mexicans retreated across the 
international line into Mexican Ter- 
ritory, the American officers [following 
and shooting until their weapons were 
empty. By this time the American 
population was aroused, and every 
man who could procure weapons 
armed himself, expecting an attack 
every moment from the Mexican sol- 
diers who had been ordered out by 
Colonel Arvizu, their commander,and 
stationed on the railroad platform in 
front ofthe Mexican Custom-house. 
News was brought that one Mexican 
soldier was mortally wounded 

It is stated that the cause of armed 
men being sent into the United States, 
was forthe purpose of compelling a 
Mexican prostitute, with whom Cap- 
tain Arviza had been living and who 
had refused to cohabit with him any 
longer, to return, and upon being dis- 
covered by the officers they made a 
bold bluff to cover up their intentions. 
Acting United States Consul W. R. 
Groseclose has taken the matter in 
hand and this morning made a de- 
mand upon the Mexican authorities 
for Lieutenant Guitterez. 

More trouble is looked for to-night, 
as itis expected Colonel Arvizu will 
seek revenge, Governor Torres has 
been advised of the situation and will 
arrive here to-morrow morniny. Gen- 
eral Miles bas been requested by the 
United States Attorney at Tucson to 
send troops here immediately. The 
Captain of the Home Guard at Crit- 
tenden has been requested to forward 
all availabte arms aud 1,000 rounds of 
amuvition for the arming of the citi- 
zens,

Washoe County Loses One of Her 
Best Citizens, 
Niels Christian Haslune was born | 


at Hobro, Denmark, January 9, | 


of five, and manifesting a desire for 
seeing foreign lands, he com mented | 
as cabin boy at the age of 14, in a 
Danish vessel plying between 
Hamburg and Liverpool. In the 
Spring of 1837 he sailed for Green- 


land in a trading vessel, exchang- 
ing merchandise for furs, ivory, et-. 
After returning bome he was em- 
ployed in the trade between Ham- 
burz and the Indies; alsoto the 
west coast of Africa, thence to the 
Mediterranean for tropical fruits, 
Next, we fi him in Chronstadt, 
Russia, engaged in rigging newly- 
built ships; then in the Gulf of Fin- 
land on the Sweedish coast, follow- 
ing the sanwe occupaticn. He then 
shipped in the passenger traffic be- 
tween Europe and America, and 
finally becoming tired of sea-faring 
life, he sailed from New York ina 
vessel destined for New South 
Wales. It was loaded with passen- 
gers from Canada, and after stop- 
ping at New Orieaus, the passen- 
gers insisted on going into Rio 
Janerio; the Captain was obliged to 
submit. He (Mr. H.) then em- 
barked for San Francisco on a ves- 
sel bound for that port, and arriv- 
ing there, he quit the water. Dur- 
ing his sea-going, which lasted 17 
years, he was never shipwrecked, 
but passed through severe sickness, 
having bad the climate fever in the 
tropics three times, the cholera 
once and the yellow fever once. 
During his residence in California 
he followed butchering in Sonoma 
county. He joined the Masonic 
Order in 1858; was married in the 
same year, and in 1861 went to the 
mining excitement in Esmeralda, 
and returning, started the next 
Spring for Salmon river, Idaho 
Territory. Again returning, and 
bearing of the Washoe mines, he 
started for them early in 1863 with 
cattle to start a butchering buai- 
ness, arriving at Stone & Gate's 
(Glendale) May 16, 1863, and settled 
ou a piece of land now owned by 
H. Stephens. His family arrived 
a year later, and have since resided 
here. He leaves one son and two 
daughters, his wife having died in 
1881.
